The solution of an important traf­ 
fic prob lem seems at hand with gra n t­ 
ing of permission b y Director Kldridge 
to Washington morticians to us» > head­ 
lights on cars in funeral processions 
to indicate to other traffic that the 
cortege? has the right of way. 
Action of the traffic director fol­ 
lowed a suggestion written to him b y 
a Washington mortician, who empha­ 
sized the need of making known to .all 
motorists when a funeral procession 
is tr part of a traffic stream. 
Has Right of Way. 
Under

regulation,

funeral 
cortege has the right of way under all 
conditions, b ut, as the w riter pointed 
out: 
"There never has b een any means 
b y which a funeral procession is rec­ 
ognized.
